The low efficiency of the 
electric pump and the high demand charge 
for current, whether used or not, has proved 
a costly experiment for the ‘Town. 

With a pump 35 years in service and an 
auxiliary of high operating cost, the present 
Board voted to take immediate action to 
place our water system on a safer founda- 
tion. Four months ago the same engineers 
were consulted and .asked to restudy the 
conditions and again advise the Board. 
Their report to us was kindly printed in your 
issue of February 15th. To check up on the 
conclusions expressed in that report we have 
visited pumping plants in cities and towns 
where steam and electric pumps were in 
operation. We found universal satisfaction 
with the steam equipment. 

The motive leading to the installation of 
the electric pump was the low initial ocst. 
Invariably the excessive cost of operation 
was admitted or could easily be proved by 
figures obtained. The Board having unan- 
imously approved the recommendations of 
our engineers has placed this article in the 
Warrant. 

In conference with the Finance Com- 
mittee our action was challenged. Securing a 
lower rate for current than the Board could 
obtain, the Committee asked us to make an 
experiment for one year that we might get 
comparative costs of steam and electric 
power under the extremely low rates offered. 

In a spirit of cooperation we got figures on

His statement said that he observed a car 
approaching in the opposite direction, zig- 
zag fashion. Fearing a collision, Cameron 
drove his car into a snow-bank on the right 
side of the road and he almost brought his 
car to a stop when the other machine ploughed 
into him. He stated that he was proceeding

Frank H. Hardy, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen was re-elected to serve his third 
three-year term as selectman and assessor 
polling 1417 and 1392 votes as compared’ 
with 1027 and 1011 by his opponent, Mat- 
thew Burns.

A few years ago I was invited to a unique 
dinner. At least it was unique as far as m 

tronomic experiences were concerned. 

e invitation came through a friend who 
was at that time managing one of New York’s 
largest hotels. He said that it would be a 
feast for epicures, and that it had been 
arranged and would be presided over by 
Philip Alizandro. I had heard of Alizandro. 
He was supposed to know more about the 
science and art of dinnermaking than any 
man in the city. I accepted the invitation 
and went with my friend. We arrived at the 
place a little early. The invitation had im- 
plied that we were not expected to be late. 
But in a few minutes the doors of the ban- 
quet hall were thrown open, and the two 
hundred guests entered the room. Then 
came my first surprise. There were the usual 
lights and flowers; but at each plate, instead 
of the customary china, glass and silver, 
there were literally dozens of little boxes 
and vials of glass and metal. Our host stood 
on an elevated platform at the end of the 
room. His table was a pulpit-like reading 
desk, and its sole decoration was an electric 
reading-lamp. 

As soon as the guests were seated Alizandro 
began to talk. He told us that he was at- 
tempting to give us an idea of a banquet 
such as would have been served by the famous 
Vitalle to Le Grande Monarque two hun- 
dred years ago. I had never heard of Vitale. 
Indeed, I am not quite sure that the name 
is correct. But I learned a lot of other things 
about him; where he was born; when he 
was born; a little about his parents and his 
early life. Then we were told of his early 
experiences in cooking; with whom he had 
studied; in just what way his genius showed 
itself and developed; how he was the first 
to conceive the idea that the real art of 
preparing and serving a dinner consisted 
in repeating and varying and blending the 
various flavors so as to make a perfect har- 
monious whole. 

And now the presence of the little boxes 
and bottles was explained to us. Each of 
them was numbered, and each contained 
what might be called a sample of some kind 
of food; or rather a sample of the flavor 
which characterized some food. Our at- 
tention was called to the fact that we know 
but little of the art of flavoring and season- 
ing. We were granted the knowledge that 
it was not well to sprinkle sugar upon the 
fish, or to drink port while eating it. But we 
did not know whether the acid served with 
that particular kind of fish should be the 
citric acid of the lemon or the milder tar- 
taric acid of the verjuice, and just what 
wine should be served with that same 
perticalas (evidently very particular) fish. 

did not. I don’t know now. I have for- 
gotten. 

The soup was discussed. We were told 
to taste small samples from boxes five, six 
and seven. They were much alike to me; 
but one was onion, one was garlic and one 
was chives. We were told when they should 
be used, repeated and blended; and what 
could, and what could not, be present in 
the same course. 

Occasionally waiters served us small 
(very small) samples of some bird or beast 
and we were asked to try to tell from which 
little box the flavoring had come. This was

there are printed facts and figures 
relating to the advantages of the differ- 
ent pumps suggested. In the first place, 
the Board of Public Works has made 
an exhaustive study of the various 
types of pumps available for this sort of 
work, visiting many of the towns and 
cities where different equipment is in 
use, and the members are unanimously 
in favor of installing a new steam 
pump in Andover. This Board also has 
the recommendations of the firm of 
Weston & Sampson, Consulting En- 
gineers, who are experts in their line, 
and their opinion clearly expresses a 
preference for a steam pump for 
Andover’s needs. Certainly this a 
matter in which the Board of Public 
Works and their expert advisers are 
more competent to judge than the 
Finance Committee. 

The Townsman is wholly in agree- 
ment with the former body in regard 
to determining what the Town needs 
for equipment to pump water, The 
time and thought they have put into 
this matter, gathering the actual opera-

In addition to the first cost of this 
pump, two even more important points 
must be considered, operating cost and 
reliability. The survey made by the 
Board of Public Works and Weston 
& Sampson proves conclusively that 
the operating cost of pumping by 
electricity is more expensive than pump- 
ing by steam. Costs of operating elec- 
trically powered pumps in a known 
group of towns and cities that use them 
vary from $13.97 per million gallons 
to $94.60 per million gallons. The grand 
average cost for this group is $32.42 per 
million gallons. When it is realized that 
the cost of operating the steam pump at 
Andover is less than $10.00 per million 
gallons pumped and the cost of a new 
pump of this type promises to be at 
least as economical, there is a difference 
which hardly stands comparison. The 
difference in first cost would soon be 
made up at this rate. 

Who can claim that the electric 
pump would be as reliable as the steam 
pump. Witness the case of a few years 
ago when an ice storm visited this 
locality and almost totally demoralized 
the high-powered electric wiring. Sup- 
pose a break of this nature should occur 
again, or for any reason the current 
should not come through. Can the New 
England Power Company guarantee 
service in such an emergency? On the 
other hand the steam pump has served 
faithfully for forty odd years, and its 
dependability is unquestioned. 

If an electric pump is installed The 
Lawrence Gas and Electric Co. has 
stated it will offer a rate of one and 
one quarter cents per kilowat hour 
for a trial year in order that the Town 
of Andover may be sure not to lose 
money on this venture. Is there a nigger 
in this woodpile? In the first place this 
offer was made very indirectly to the 
Board of Public Works, being made 
directly to the Finance Committee and 
passed along by them to further their 
pet. In the second place this rate has 
not been passed by the Public Utilities 
Commission and were it passed, ad- 
jacent towns and cities might have 
good cause for complaint. In the third 
place this rate is made for only one year 
and no guarantee of continuing this 
rate has been mentioned. Considering 
these facts is it worth while risking 
even $2000.00 for a trial? 

A peculiar situation is now evident at 
the Haggett’s Pond pumping station. 
There is a fixed demand charge of 
$200.00 per month for electric connec- 
tions to the auxiliary pump whether it 
is run or not. This amounts to $2400.00 
a year, or the equivalent to a six per 
cent investment on $40,000.00, It is 
well known that this auxiliary pump 
is operated only to use up the current 
for which the demand charge pays. 
In other words a sum of $2400.00 is 
paid annually merely as a protection, 
Why this magnanimous change of heart 
to one and one quarter cents per kilo- 
watt hour for even the approaching 
365 days? 

If a new steam pump is installed the 
old steam pump can be kept as an 
auxiliary in case of emergency at very 
little cost, surely much less than $2400,00 
a year. With the proposed steam equip- 
ment we would have two pumping 
engines and two boilers, of which either 
engine could be run from either boiler, 
With this equipment the wires could be 
disconnected from the electrical pump 
now there and the demand charge saved, 
We might even get something for the 
present electrical pump if we sold it 
as junk.

There are many towns which have 
gone through the attempt to solve this 
same question that we are now going 
through. Our neighbor, North Andover 
discussed the proposition of pumping by 
electricity and figured out that they 
could not afford to do so. Cambridge 
decided on steam. Waltham used elec- 
tricity and is now using steam. Both 
North Attleboro and New Bedford 
have discontinued using electric pumps 
which have already been installed in 
their plants, the latter place having 
received a rate practically the same as 
that which is proposed by New England 
Power Co. for Andover, and even with 
that figure the electrical proposition did 
not compare favorably with the cost 
of using steam pumps. 

We have a comparatively new elec- 
trical pump at Haggett’s pond right 
now and we are considering junking it. 
Have we any good reason to believe 
that the proposed electrical pump 
would be any more efficient? 

Steam seems to be the logical solution 
and it is hoped that the citizens of 
Andover will give their Board of Public 
Works a vote of confidence when the 
article is discussed next Monday. 


Looking Back 

To refresh the minds of the towns- 
people, and to impress upon everyone 
the necessity of paying close attention 
to all of the business that is transacted 
directly and indirectly at Town Meet- 
ing, the following editorials which 
appeared in The Andover Townsman on 
March 23 and March 30, 1928, and 
which, as has been proven conclusively 
since, expressed the opinions of a 
majority of the people of Andover, are 
reprinted below. 


It will be recalled that these salary 
increases were voted under Article 3 
in the total appropriations for ‘own 
Officials, Police department, Fire depart- 
ment, Tree Warden and Moth In- 
spector, Library, Spring Grove Ceme- 
tery, School department and Board of 
Public Works. 


If these increases were legal as made a 
year ago, it would probably be just as 
legal to make similar decreases this 
year, in case the townspoeple feel such 
decreases should be made to bring the 
salaries back’ to their previous level. 


A Salary Increase? 


Town Meeting is nearly two weeks in the 
past and although the bitterness attending it 
has abated somewhat it becomes more and 
more apparent that there are many things 
left unaccomplished. The refusal to discuss 
legitimate and necessary business left a bad 
taste in the mouth, but the obvious matter of 
neglecting even to bring forth for discussion 
one measure of importance is still causing 
|miniature town meetings on every street 
corner. 

We refer to the much discussed question of 
salary increases. Much has been said about 

this based upon both fact and fiction. It 
seems that everyone has been groping in the 
dark and the natural assumption of the 
townspeople is that something has been 
“put over on them’. Apparently very few 
facts which have to do with the case are 
available. 

The Townsman has tried to obtain as 
much information about this as possible, and 
from the meagre data procured, our under- 
standing of this unfortunate affair is about as 
follows: 

To go back to the very beginning, the 
following article appeared in the town war- 
rant of 1927: “To authorize the appoint- 
ment by the Moderator of a committee of 
five who shall make a complete and thorough 
survey of all the salaries and rates of pay for 
services rendered to the town by its employ- 
ees, with a view to determining whether 
there should be any increase in said salaries 
and rates of pay, and if so, what amounts. 
Said committee shall report their findings 
and recommendations as soon as completed 
| to the Finance Committee.” This article was 
voted on and approved with little discussion 
and subsequently the committee of five was 
duly appointed by the Moderator. 

In January of this year the salary com- 
mittee having made an exhaustive study of 
conditions, presented its report to the 
Finance Committee, thereby fully discharg- 
ing its duty. The Finance Committee is due 
course approved the recommendations of the 
salary committee, and in their report made 
their recommendations accordingly, which 
seems to be the exact amount that they were 
privileged to do. The sums of the recom- 
mended salary increases were added by the 
Finance Committee to each particular bud- 
get of the department under the jurisdiction 
{of which it came. ‘This was shown in the 
Finance Committee’s printed report, At 
Town Meeting, the amounts as finally recom- 


were asked and were approved with absence 
of discussion or explanation either by their 
sponsors, the Finance Committee, or by 
anyone else, There is no doubt that sufficient 
funds were yoted to cover any salary in- 
creases, but it hardly seems as if these in- 
creases were acted on, and certainly no 
definite new salaries were specifically fixed 
jat this meeting for any of the officers elected 
by ballot. How, under these circumstances, 
do we know that any town officials were 
voted an increase in salary? 

| Obviously there was some flaw in the 
| procedure that has left the entire matter in a 
state of uncertainty. It does seem that the 
citizens of the town by a regular vote should 
determine whether an elected town official 
should have his salary increased and just 
what his new salary should be. 

| In the case of the appointed officials, such 
| as the superintendent ef public works, who is 
| appointed by and is completely under the 
control of the Board of Public Works, and 
the school teachers who are appointed and 
supervised by the School Committee, the 
pleasure of the voters does not have to be 
asked, These boards have full power to fix 
the salaries of the employees and can act or 
not on any recommendations as they see fit. 

_ The salary committee was asked to look 
into the question of all town salaries and 
make FCOPARTH HOD, These recommenda- 
tions would apply to two groups of le 
the first ae as the town Pfticials whe 
were elected by ballot whose salaries it would 
seem should be determined by the vote of the 


mended, which included this salary increase, ; 


people; and the second group consisting of 
those who are under the direct jurisdiction of 
the different boards. These recommendations 
would have been acted upon, either way, by 
the town itself as they were applicable to the 
town officials, That part of the recommen- 
dations which applies to those under the 
direct employment of the di: erent boards 
can be acted on as these boards see fit. The 
fact that these recommendations have been 
made, does not mean that the boards will 
have to follow them, as the members of these 
boards are morally obliged to pay the sal- 
aries which they feel are just and fair, re 
gardless of whether such salaries coincide 
with the recommendations of the salary 
committee. These members have been 
authorized by the town to fix salaries and 
until such time as the town revokes their 
authority for doing it, they are expected to 
continue this policy to the best of their 
ability, regardless of any recommendations. 

The point of this controversy is not the 
actual increases recommended. With the 
exception of those few people who have 
allowed personalities to enter into the matter, 
almost everyone feels that some sort of a 
salary adjustment is in order. There are 
some who have taken issue with the members 
of the salary committee, and placed the en- 
tire blame on this body. Small thanks for a 
job well done. The Townsman is well aware 
of the thought and time put into this matter 
by the members of this committee, and takes 
this occasion to heartily commend them for 
performing their services in an efficient, 
impartial manner, to the best of their ability. 

he stated above, the method of procedure 
was wrong. Where to fix the responsibility, is 
difficult to say. Certainly the Finance Com- 
mittee could have done no harm had they 
taken it on themselves to explain their recom- 
mendations in this matter before the voters 
assembled in Town Meeting, as they did in 
their printed report. Theie js reason to be- 
lieve that these increases may not materialize 
in every case. The state of affairs in regard 
to the elected officers seems uncertain, and 
we know that none of these officers will 
accept any change in their pay until they feel 
fully entitled to it. It must also be remem- 
bered that the various committees and the 
Board of Selectmen have yet to act on the 
other recommended changes. 


“The Public Be Damned?” 


At the time of the town elections on March 
5, an agreement was clearly understood by 
voters and the candidates for town positions. 
The candidates offered to give their services 
in a given capacity and the voters in turn 
agreed to pay the prevailing salary for the 
service involved. As a result of the ballotin 
carried on under the terms of this mutua 
understanding, a man was elected to a 
$1000 position, a $2000 position, or whatever 
the sum might be in any given case, and the 
contract was so closed by common consent. 

A week later the town voted an appropria- 
tion for salaries which, it was to learn, cov- 
ered the increases in pay recommended by 
the Finance Committee in their published 
report. These increases, which may soon 
become effective, were not established by 
mutual consent on the part of the two parties 
involved: the town as employer and the 
officials as employees. The raises were not 
voted upon as such, and whatever was done 
was unintentional on the part of the majority 
of the voters. “Unintentional” is a strong 
word, but who can deny that most people 
were ignorant of what they were doing? 

What, is the reasonable and proper thing 
to be done in this extraordinary situation? 
Someone has already suggested in these 
columns that a public hearing be held, but 
such a step seems very unlikely. 

There is one honorable course left,.if the 
increasés in salary are granted to the elected 
officials in question: these officials can refuse 
to accept the increase! A rather novel and 
startling suggestion, perhaps, but one which 
carries moral force and which is not without 
notable precedent. 

Several years ago, Senator Borah was 
reelected to represent Idaho in the National 
Chamber, at a salary of $7500. The following 
year our Congressmen hit upon the idea of 
raising their salary, and the Senators’ pay 
was accordingly raised to $10,000. Perhaps 
all but one Congressman welcomed this 
change, but not so the illustrious Senator 
from Idaho. Feeling that he had been elected 


j to a $7500 position, this leader in our Na- 


tional politics refused to accept the $2500 
increase, and returns it yearly to the United 
States Treasury. He will continue to do this 
until he is reelected to the higher salaried 
position by his constituents. Only in this way 
did Borah feel that he was playing fair to the 
people who elected him, and that he was 
acting with regard for his own sense of honor. 

The parallel between Borah’s case and the 
one facing Andover is unmistakable. The 
only vital question at this stage of the situa- 
tion is this: will our officials flout public 
opinion by accepting the extra money so 
unwittingly granted? Will they be fair to the 
voters and taxpayers whose interests they 
are pledged to serve? Their sense of pride 
and their sense of honor are unmistakably 
involved.

Comment on the North Main street 
project in the editorial column of the 
Townsman, two weeks ago, expressed 
an opinion of dissatisfaction that the 
work of reconstructing the bridges was 
not more closely related to the rebuild- 
ing program the the road.

Water Supply Problem 

So much discussion has arisen over the 
report of the Finance Committee with 
reference to the proposed Article for a new 
pump at the Pumping Station, the Com- 
mittee feels that a statement giving more 
detail should be made before Town Meeting, 
also the reasons for its conclusions on this 
very technical problem. | ‘ 

The report of the Finance Committee 
published in the February 22d issue of 
‘The Andover Townsman” stated that the 
Committee did not approve an expenditure 
of $40,000.00 for a new steam pump at the 
water works, but instead recommended the 
appropriation of $2,000.00 for the purchase 
of a new electrically driven pump, and neces- 
sary alterations which will in our judgment 
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take care of this problem. ; 

The situation at the pumping station has 
been under investigation the past two years. 
Examinations and reports have been made 
two different and independent sets of engin- 
eers, One concern favoring a steam pump, 
the other favoring electrically driven pump. 
These reports are somewhat at variance in 
their conclusions. 

The Finance Committee believes that both 
groups of engineers are reputable and compe- 
tent; however, a difference of engineering 
opinion exists, and consequently we feel 
that the answer can be secured only by 
actual operation. 

An investment of from $37,000.00 to 
$45,000.00 will be required to purchase and 
install a new steam pumping engine and 
Venturi meter to measure the water pumped. 
It will require from nine to twelve months 
to get this equipment installed and tested. 
The present steam pump is in need of repairs 
if it is to be operated daily during the next 

year, and to do this work will cost $2,300.00 
with the pump out of service for at least five 
weeks. 

During the period that the present steam 
pump is being repaired, the water supply 
will of necessity be pumped by the existing 
inefficient electrically operated pump at a 
cost of $60.00 per day for electricity. Further- 
more, the present electric pump will be re- 
quired as a standby for the present steam 
pump during the period that the new steam 
pump is being installed at a cost of $180.00 
per month, Coal for operating the old steam 

ump for the balance of the year would cost 

2,815.00. 

A new and efficient centrifugal pump can 
be connected to the present motor for 
approximately $2,000.00. The Venturi meter 
should be installed whether a new steam 

ump or an electrically driven pump is 
Insta led, and would cost approximately 
$1,500.00. The Lawrence Gas and Electric 
Company hasioffered a proposition for a one 
year trial period under which the cost of 
electricity for pumping the entire town 
requirements for a year would be approxi- 
mately $6,000.00. 

To compare next year’s operating costs 
using the present equipment with the Com- 
mittee’s recommendation, omitting labor 
cost which would be the same in either case.

The above figures show a difference of 
$2,400.00 in favor of Electrical operation. 

Furthermore, the Finance Committee 
believes that to adequately protect the 
water supply for the Town of Andover, two 
independent sources of power should be pro- 
vided. If a new steam pump is purchased the 
present electrically driven pump should be 
replaced with an efficient pump to give a 
reliable and satisfactory standby service for 
the steam pump. In adopting the Finance 
Committee’s Recommendation the Town 
has an Op DOREY to secure a new efficient 
centrifugal pump which would be paid for out 
of savings the first year, and it also has the 
opportunity of determining by actual opera- 
tion, the correctness of the engineering 
estimates. 

Last but not least, in accepting the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee, 
the Town will be making a very sound in- 
vestment which is necessary in any event, 
and if, at a later date, the Town decides to 
change to steam operation, no money will be 
wasted. On the other hand, if the steam 
pump is purchased the Town is committing 
Itself to an expenditure of from $37,000 to 
$45,000 which cannot be retracted, and 
which prevents the Town from taking ad- 
vantage of electrical pumping, the cost of 
which is showing a decidedly downward 
trend.

One group of engineers mentioned i 
that of the New England Power Con A 
have something to sell and we must respect 
the fact that being employed by the New 
England Power Co., they could not view the 

roblem in an impartial manner and there. 
‘ore we do not consider them an independent 
set as mentioned above. The other SToup so 
termed is Mr. Sampson of Weston & Sam 
son Consulting Engineers, hired by the 
Board of Public Works, who has given to 
them wise and unbiased counsel, 


The Finance Committee was informed by 
the Board of Public Works that it would 
require five weeks to receive a new part for 
the pump yd it in good working order ata 
cost of $1300 also that it would require only 
five days to install the same and not five 
weeks as they mention. 

If a new electric pump is installed the 
present steam pump would necessitate re- 
pairs so as to make it a reliable standby ata 
cost of $1300. 

The Finance Committee also forgot to 
include the cost of a new electric pump in 
their “purchased power” table of com- 
parisons which together with the cost of 
repairing the steam pump increases the cost 
by purchase power to $961 5. 

During the five days that the steam pump 
was being ait the cost of electric power 
used would be that of the demand charge 
which eliminates the $1800 for electric power 
shown in the “By Steam’’ table of the 
Finance Committee.

From a standpoint of economy, flexibility 
and reliability, the electric pump is not to be 
compared with the steam pump and the 
Finance Committee as yal as the New 
England Power Co., are aware of this fact. 
They are endeavoring however to impress 
upon the citizens of the Town of Andover by 
specious figures that such is not the case. 

We can tolerate honest differences of 
opinion, but distortion of facts beclouds the 
real issue and to that extent such fallacious 
reasoning may justly be termed unfair to the 
voters.

An estimated cost 
of $2000.00 was made plus $1500 for a 
Venturi meter to accurately check up the 
pumping tests. The Board knowing as little 
as the majority of the citizens of the Town of 
these technical matters submitted this 
proposition to our engineers for their analy- 
sis, We hand you their report and ask you to 
print it. [t includes answers to certain ques- 
tions which had been raised in the interview 
with the Finance Committee. We feel sure 
that the citizens of the Town will support 
the Board in its demand that this Article 
come before the Town in its original form. 
We know the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee are under heavy pressure this year to 
maintain a reasonable tax rate when so many 
unusual demands are made. We are positive, 
however, that nothing in the Warrant is of 
greater importance than Article 5. A problem 
that concerns the intimate needs of our 
townspeople—1000 students at our acad- 
emies, with gymnasium and swimming pool, 
pupils in our many schools, and industries 
which use millions of gallons of water 
annually, must be solved at once. It is no 
time to experiment. 

Our engineers are constantly in touch with 
installations using both steam and electric 
power. Having access to their latest data we 
have the greatest confidence in their recom- 
mendation. 

It will take at least 8 months before a 
steam pump could be installed and accepted, 
and the Board offers the suggestion that only 
$20,000 be taken from the tax levy of 1929, 
and the remaining $20,000 from the tax levy 
of 1930.

Statements made by the engineers of the 
N. E. P. Co. and found to be only specious 
arguments as well as res by Weston and 
Sampson proving the fallacy of their previous 
statements to Mr. Lamont are given below:

Your comments and questions in connec- 
tion with the proposal of the Lawrence Gas 
and Electric Company to supply power for 
the pumping requirements at Andover, have 
been reviewed and, as you requested, we are 
commenting on the items in the order that 
they appear in your memorandum. 

Item 1-4 inclusive, require no comment. 

Item 5. “At the meeting the Board was 
impressed with Mr. Sampson’s replies to the 
N. E. P, Co. report, each objection was 
answered and the N. E. P. Co.’s representa- 
tives made no counter replies.”’ 

The writer’s recollection of the meeting 
differs from the above. It is true that a large 
number of questions were raised by the 
N. E. P. Co.’s report, which required answers 
and explanations by Mr. Sampson, but re- 
quired no further comment by the N. E. P. 
Co, representatives. A number of other items 
represented engineering judgment and after 
the presentation of the N. E. P. Co. En- 
gineers’ opinions with substantiating data, 
we were of the opinion that we had justified 
our position. 

Item 6. ‘‘Mr. Sampson reports that if the 
electric power could be purchased for a rate 
of $.0115, there would be an equal cost with 
steam. The “Off Peak’’ rate of $.01425 for 
25,000 kwehrs. is too high.” 

On the basis of Mr. Sampson’s cost 
figures of $20.02 per million gallons under 
steam operation, and under electric operation 
he uses figures of $1.07 for Fixed Charges and 
$1.00 for Heating per million gallons. We do 
not agree with these figures and believe they 
should be $24.40, $.85 and $1.00 respectively. 
However, let us grant for the moment that 
they are correct, then to “break even’’ with 
steam operation, the price of electricity 
should be $.013 per Kw-hr and not $.0115 as 
he has it. 

Furthermore, we have been unable to 
check Mr. Sampson’s figures of $22,00- 
$28.50 per million gallons for electric power. 
In Mr. Sampson’s report he estimates the 
electrical requirements at 415,000 kw-hrs 
per year, which under the Lawrence rates 
would be, for “Off Peak” power (including 
coal during restricted period) $19.70 per 
million gallons, and for Primary power 
$25.60 per million gallons. 

Item 8. “The Chairman stated that the 
interview with the N, E. P. Co. officials was 
unsatisfactory. Could not get anything 
definite; no definite rate, leaving: feeling of 
uncertainty.” 

The N. E. P.’Co, made a definite state- 
ment of a primary rate in letter to Superin- 
tendent Gilliard, dated August 2nd, 1928, 
and a statement of an “Off Peak” rate in 
letter to Mr. G. A. Sampson, dated October 
29, 1928, a copy of which was sent to Super- 
intendent Gilliard. Both of the above rates 
were confirmed at the conference. 

Item 9, “Asked for a list of plants using 
electric pumps for water supply—No Reply.’ 

A list of 189 electric pumping plants has 
been secured. Of these 139 are in New Eng- 
land. The task of determining which are used 
for water supply, sewage disposal, etc., 
whether main pumping unit or auxiliary 
unit; whether centrifugal, plunger, rotary 
etc, is considerable and has not been com- 
pleted. We are enclosing a list with such in- 
formation as we have gathered.

The “Off Peak’ rate applies, to 
installations having auxiliary equipment in- 
stalled ready to operate are caity the load, 
and only to installations of 100 KW and 
over. The Booster station is too small to be 
included in this classification and the out-fall 
sewerage plant does not meet the require- 
ments of an installed auxiliary unit for 
restricted periods. The proposition of billing 
all three installations as if metered at a 
single point was also discussed, and the 
Board was advised that this practice is not 
ae by the Department of Public Util- 
ities. 

_Mr. Sampson stated that the Boston 
Edison Company was doing this at Newton. 
We investigated this proposition and learned 
that the metering was being done at one 
point and the Town was supplying the nec- 
essary inter-connecting distribution lines for 
tying the various pumping stations together. 

Item 11. “No definite assurance of a 
fixed rate for power plant.” 

At the conference it was pointed out that 
the Power Company was willing to sign a 
contract for a period of five years at the 
prices quoted, and will make this for a longer 
period if desired. 

Item 12. “Electrically driven plant at 
Wakefield—Cost to operate not known. 

Haverhill objects to electric pumping. 

Newburyport recently installed an addi- 
tional steam plant. 

Falmouth recently installed a 
pump.” 

We are not in a position to state the rea- 
sons for the above facts. We do know, how- 
ever, that electricity for pumping is being 
satisfactorily used in other locations. As an 
example, we quote the following locations:

In the enclosed list there are others which 
are giving satisfactory service, but upon 
which we do not have details, 

Item 13. “The question of two boilers at 
the Power Plant—21-28 years old—the 
Hartford Insurance Company reports the 
boilers are O. K. for 30-35 years before the 
pressure is reduced.” 


The allowances made on these boilers by 
the Hartford Insurance Company, are the 
longest that we have ever heard of. It will be 
their condition more than their age which 
will be the determining factor in derating 

ressure or condemning. In any case, new 
ilers will be required before long and their 
cost should be added to the steam proposal. 

Item 14. “The Steam Pump is more 
flexible. Can be operated as occasion de- 
mands, from full speed to low speed, just 
sufficient to keep an even flow. The electric 
pump has one speed only.” 


The output of a centrifugal pump can be 
reduced by throttling the discharge so that 
the flow will meet the demand. This will be 
done at a slight sacrifice in efficiency, but 
since said duty is intermittent, and of short 
duration, the decreased efficiency is of minor 
importance. \ 

tem 15. ‘Reaction of electric pump on 
heavy demand on service.” 

A heavy draft in the water system with 
consequent drop in pressure on the centri- 
fugal pump, will cause the pump to auto- 
matically increase its discharge. This feature 
was thoroughly discussed at the conference. 

Item 16. “To make an experiment for one 
year with modern pump and motor, would 
N. E. P. Co. give a low rate or must a con- 
tract be drawn up for several years.” 

The Lawrence Gas and Electric Company 
will meet those conditions and suggest the 
following as a plan under which it will sell 
electricity to the Town of Andover for use at 
the Haggetts Pond Pumping Station: 

Term of Contract. Five or ten years, op- 
tional with the customer, and subject to 
cancellation by the Customer at the end of 
the first year, providing the costs under 
electric operation are in excess of the 
estimated costs of steam operation under 
comparable conditions.

Fixed Charges 

The fixed charges on the steam pump have 
been placed on the same basis as the electric 
pump, viz: 8 percent, as we believe the two 
pumps should be placed on the same basis as 
regards depreciation. The figure of $9.90 is 
8 percent on a $37,000 investment. Fixed 
charges on the electric pump of $.85 per 
million gallons, is based on 8 percent of 
$3200, which is our Engineers’ estimate of 
the cost of installing an electric pump. 
Additional Maintenance 

The item of $4.33 is based on a differential 
for engine and boiler room maintenance of 
$1300 a year. Mr. Sampson’s figure of $700 
we believe would cover maintenance on the 
steam pump, but not on the boiler room. 


In the N. E. P. Co. figures no allowance has 
been made for decreased labor, as we felt 
that the question of dispensing with unnec- 
essary labor was a matter of policy which 
rested with the Water Boards It is our 
opinion that considerable saving can be made 
in this item and that the trial year will con- 
vince you of this fact. 

We believe that the above covers the 
questions which you had in mind, however, 
we will hold ourselves in readiness to discuss 
the subject further with you or to supply any 
further information that we can.

BABSON FORESEES GREAT CHANGES — 
IN OUR ECONOMIC AND BUSINESS LIFE 


Machine Production Is Being Developed to an Extent Which May Before Long Literally 
Transform Civilization Itself—Labor Surplus Created by Labor-Saving 
Machinery Will Be Source of Grave Problems 


or they will not be constructed in any great 
quantity like automobiles. In other words 
to come into general use the airplane must be 
able to rise straight up and to descend 
straight down, on a small spot. To decide 
this question in your own mind, ask yourself 
whether you would today own an automobile 
if you had to begin and end each trip in a 
distant mu: auto-port 

‘As to the automobile, it is not i ible 
that the cars of the future will be designed 
to run side-wise as well as forward and back- 
ward. The moré intense parking problems of 
the future will put a premium upon the 
ability of a car to maneuver. That this 
crab-like motion for an automobile is not 
altogether an impossible idea mechanically is 
hoa by the diagonal motion which you 
will notice in the self-propelled 
trucks that weave their way around railroad 
stations and also in the similar trucks which 
are being used in factories. Growing con- 
gestion during the next twenty-five years 
will also encourage the development of 
elevated streets or sidewalks elevated 
crossings. 

Problems of Congestion 


“In future years we shall hear much of 
word ‘congestion.’ There will be a 
congestion problem not only for automobi 
but also for radio. Radio in the future, 
course, will include television and such 
broadcasting may still further crowd the air. 
I, therefore, look for a great development of 
wired broadcas whereby those who wish 
to avoid the crowd, so to speak, may receive 
their Ak hg both audible and visual over 
the wires of the electric light or possibly the 
telephone system.

of intermittent use will nearly equal the 
cost of maintenance in ordinary use. Our 
figure of $2.33 per Mg. for additional main- 
tenance of a steam pump, based on $700 per 
year, seems sufficient. It must be borne in 
mind that there will also be repairs and 
maintenance on the present steam pump, if 
it is used as a standby. 

We wish to make it clear that there can be 
no reduction in labor at the pumping station 
by operating the centrifugal pump with the 
present steam pump used as a reserve unit.

| the increasing gears is talen at 97 percent, 
and the centrifugal pump as operated at 
69 percent, giving on over-all elficiency of 
66.93 percent. Under the above assumptions, 
10.88 gals. of fuel oil would be required per 
hour. The total cost per year would be 
| $3145 or $9.98 per million gallons. 

2. Triplex Pump—The efficiency of the 
triplex pump in actual operation is assumed 
at 82 percent. Under the above assumptions, 
8.91 gals. of fuel oil would be required per 
hour. The total cost per year would be 
$2575 or $8.17 per million gallons. 

3. Horizontal Reciprocating Pump—The 
efficiency of the belt drive is assumed at 
97 percent, and the reciprocating pump at 
84 percent, giving an over-all efficiency of 
81.5 percent. Under the above assumptions, 
8.95 gals. of fuel oil would be required per 
hour. The total cost per year would be 
| $2585, or $8.21 per million gallons. 

On the same basis, the cost of coal for a 
steam pump, including coal for heating, 
amounts to $3112 per year. 

Considering that the cost of coal for heat- 
ing represents $300 or $400 per year, that the 
present steam plant must be maintained in 
good operating condition at all times at an 
additional cost of several hundred dollars per 


maintenance for the oil engine and triplex or 
reciprocating pump would equal or exceed 
the same items for a new steam pump, that 
the investment involved is $57,000 that the 
necessity of maintaining two expensive 
pumping equipments is a disadvantage, that 
actual figures obtained from the operation of 
oil-engine-driven pumps indicate somewhat 
greater consumption of fuel oil than esti- 
mated by the manufacturers, and that a 
steam pump is the most dependable unit, we 
believe that it is for the best interests of the 
Town of Andover to install a new steam 
pump, rather than an oil-engine-driven 
pumping unit.
